DEMOCRATIC CAMPAIGN BOOK, 1924 
Condemnation of President Coolidge, 
the republican leadership and “corruption 
of government^ is the striking note in the 
Democratic 
Campaign 
Book 
just 
is­ 
sued by the democratic national commit­ 
tee, which is primarily 
a 
manual for 
speakers and editors. 
A carefully pre­ 
pared series of articles, tables, data and 
statistics on other issues is presented, but 
throughout the book emphasis is given to 
graft, dishonesty and scandal during the 
Harding-Coolidge administration. 
President Coolidge is criticised for not 
having taken the initiative in the unearth­ 
ing of “corruption,” for failure to act 
promptly after the revelations made by 
the senate committee, and also for not 
making a greater success as a leader. 
“President Coolidge, faced by signal 
opportunities and national expectations, 
has lamentably failed as a leader either 
of the people or of his party,” says the 
Campaign Book. 
‘“He has failed to solve 
domestic problems or to improve foreign 
relations.” 
Teapot Dome and the naval oil leases, 
the Doheny “loan” of $100,000 and the 
Sinclair “loan” of $25,000 to Secretary 
Fall, and Denby’s and Fall’s separation 
from the cabinet are gone into in detail. 
The republican party as now controlled 
by the reactionary leadership is charged 
with responsibility for the whole oil affair. 
Another chapter gives the details of the 
Veterans’ 
Bureau 
investigations, 
and 
charges the 
crimes of Forbes to the 
leadership of the republican party, as an­ 
other scandal. 
The investigation of the department of 
justice forms the subject of another chap­ 
ter, and the Daugherty charges are relat­ 
ed, all to the discredit of the republican 
administration. 
The Campaign Book sharply attacks 
Charles G. Dawes, the republican vice 
presidential nominee, as an “inveterate re­ 
actionary.” It also charges him with being 
an enemy of labor and affiliated with his 
brother in one of the big oil companies, 
now the defendant in a suit by the gov­ 
ernment, which charges the company with 
violation of the anti-trust laws. 
An extensive chapter is devoted to the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff act which is de­ 
nominated as a “profiteers’ tariff.” 
The 
cost of the tariff to the consumer is de­ 
scribed as follows: 
“Based on statistics of production ex­ 
ports and imports, the Fordney-McCum­ 
ber tariff act gives protection to the profi­ 
teering special interests of $6,270,895,300. 
The amount of protection is so high that 
■,he interests thus favored do not dare to 
take full advantage of it. 
It is estimated 
that only two-thirds of the tax levied as 
protection Is collected. 
This means that 
the American people under the Fordney- 
tariff act are taxed $4,000,000,000, or 
more than he cost cf running the govern­ 
ment. 
Of this vast sum, only $500,000,- 
goes into the United States treasury, and 
$3,500,000,000 into the pockets of the 
protected interests. 
The passage of the 
Fordney-McCumber act encouraged and 
legalized profiteering by the protected in­ 
terests, enabling them to raise their prices 
in conformity with the protection granted. 
The president’s secretary C. 
Bascom 
Slemp, also comes in for criticism. 
He is 
described as a “patronage huckster,’* and 
letters dealing with alleged sale of federal 
appointments in Virginia in exchange for 
campaign contributions are reprinted. The 
removal of the 
civil 
service 
employes 
from the Bureau of Printing and Engrav- 
ng is described in detail, and cited as evi­ 
dence of republican disregard of the merit 
jystem, under the heading “Rape of the 
:ivil sendee.” 
President ( oolidge i> also 
criticised for his veto of the postal em- 
>loyes’ pay bill. 
O#» of the severest indictments in the 
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flowers all were jumbled together 
before her confused eenseg.

— An average yield of 27.74 bushel* 
per acre for Missouri’s corn crop 1* 
indicated in a report made public, 
yesterday by E. A. Logan and Jewell 
Mayes of the Federal State Crop Re­ 
porting Bureau here. The state’s crop 
the report says, is 75 per cent normal 
for this stage of the season, and the 
total acreage is 6,759.000 acres, mak­ 
ing an estimated total yield of 18<>* 
495,000 bushels. 
Missouri’s corn made satisfactory 
progress during the last half of Au­ 
gust, 
the report 
continues, 
which 
was the best crop weather of the 
season. 
However, the crop is from 
two to four weeks late, and Its fate 
depends largely on whether there ia 
an early occurrence 
of 
frost. 
In 
most sections of the state, except in 
the southern counties, the com crop 
needs at least twenty more days of 
dry, warm weather to 
insure full 
maturity. 
It was further shown 
that 
the 
crop has been rather generally re­ 
tarded by hall, 
wind and lack 
of 
cultivation. 
In the northern coun­ 
ties. the corn was broken down by 
hail and wind, and the second brood 
of chinch bugs of 
the 
season is 
hatching in many sections. 
The corn in the soutnern hAlf of 
th« state, it is said, is the best since 
that of 1917, especially in the south­ 
ern border counties.

They are paid for in the performance 
of the obligations that are placed on each. 
Citizenship means service.

Sin is contagious. 
( i) It is in the blood. Sin Is hered­ 
itary. 
1. IBs Great Need (v. 40). 
This 
caused him to brea!: through all cere* 
menial regulations and cu># himself 
Í at the Savior’s feet. 
The sinner's j 
great need should cause Mm to break 
through all barriers and cast himself 
at the feet of Jesus. 
2. His Request (v. 40). 
He was quite sure of Jesus' ability 
to eure him. He knew quite well that 
no human physician could do this but 
he was somewhat doubtful as to IBs 
willingness.

the stupid self will of one man may 
prevent many from hearing and seeing 
(he blessings of the Lord’s preaching 
and healing.
